Beverls,, 62, a Negro of El Do- 
rado,, pleaded guilty to first-de- 
gree murder Monday and was sen- 
tenced to life in prison for the 
fatal shooting of a 4-year-old Ne- 
gro boy Dec. 3. 


Two other, persons were killed 


in the same shooting spree. 


A Union Circuit Court jury de- 


liberated 10 minutes before re- 
turning its verdict. 


Beverls was charged in the 


death of Llewellyn Ordway,, who 
was struck in the head by a pistol 
bullet as he played on the porch 
of his grandfather's house. 


The grandfather, Alex Gibson, 


71, and- Beverls estranged 
wife, 


Mrs. Rosie Lee Beverls, 61, also 
were shot to death. Beverls was 
charged with first degree murder 
in the deaths of all three,, and 
Judge Gus W. Jones said Beverls 
would be tried for the deaths of 
his wife and Gibson if he ever re- 
ceived a pardon.

Teller, one of the creators of 


the hydrogen bomb, said the trea- 
ty! banning tests in the atmo- 
sphere, in space, and under water 
would prohibit the United States 
from acquiring knowledge about 
the effects of nuclear weapons 
that he termed vital to the devel- 
opment of a missile defense. 


Teller said that one of the many 


surprises in the nuclear field was 
the announcement by the Rus- 
sians 
after 
their moratorium- 


breaking test series in 1961 that 
they had made "great strides to- 
ward a missile defense." 


He said their test series gave 


the Russians every chance to 
make observations in the atmo- 
sphere for the development of an 
effective, or even a half effective, 
missile defense system. 


Teller said he had thought in 


the past that development of an 
antiballistic missile system was 
hopeless but now is convinced 
that "we can put up a missile de- 
fense that will stop a weaker 
power like China" for lite next 
two decades. 


"I also believe our defense can 


be partially effective against Rus- 
sia," he said. "We may not be 
able to save our cities, but we 
may be able to save our retalia- 
tory capacity." 


Teller said the development of 


a defense against incoming mis- 
siles may "make the difference 
between our survival of a nation 
and it may make the difference 
between peace and war." 


.Secretary of Defense Robert S. 


McNamara and other witnesses 
have testified that the United 
States already has nuclear war- 
heads that could be used in an 
ahtiballistlc missile, that the dif- 
ficulties involve radar, launch ve- 
hicles and other parts of the sys- 
tem for which atmospheric nucle- 
ar testing is not necessary. 


Teller, an adviser to the Air 


Force on ballistic systems and 
missile sites, told the prepared- 
ness subcommittee last week that 
approval of the treaty would have 
"grave consequences for the se- 
curity of the United States anc5 
for the free world." 


Power's censored testimony is 


to be made public later, but Chair- 
man .John Stennis. D-Miss., re- 
ported his position. Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, D-S.C., quoted Power 
as saying, "It would be a great 
mistake to ratify this treaty," and 
said he agreed.

the state school, said the project's 
purpose is "to prove we can get 
such girls out of the rut of do- 
mestic work, which has been the 
traditional outlet for them."

Of the first group of six women, 


aged 19 to 27, five have been dis- 
charged and one continues under 
school supervision while employed 
n a cafeteria in her home com- 
munity.

one was a seamstress in a down 
town department. store until hei 
recent marriage.

, lot 
project 
being 
conducted 


through the Syracuse State School 
for Mental Defectives. 


Participants are selected from 


the 275 female patients at the 
state school on the basis of age, 
comparatively high level of intel- 
ligence—average IQ 66— and emo- 
tional stability. 


Dr. Jacob Schneider,, director of 


the state school, said the project's 
purpose is "to prove we can get 
such girls out of the rut of do- 
mestic work, which has been the 
traditional outlet for them." 


If the project proves successful, 


he said!, it may be expanded to 
other 
communities, 
and 
such 


homes may be opened for young 
men. 


Of the first group of six women, 


aged 19 to 27, five have been dis- 
charged and one continues under 
school supervision while employed 
in a cafeteria in her home com- 
munity. 


Of the five who were discharged 


two work in a cafeteria at Syra- 
cuse University, two are em- 
ployed in hospital work here and 
one was a seamstress in a down- 
town department store until her 
recent marriage.

will begin at sunrise and end at 
sunset on closing clay, Albright 
said. 


Albright said hunting season for 


geese 
would open Oct. 28 and 


close Jan. 5 with shooting hours 
beginning at sunrise and ending 
at sunset. He said there would be 
no season on Canadian Geese or 
their sub-species. 


Albright said deer season would 


be split into three periods with 
the first Nov. 11-16, the second 
Dec. 9-14 and the third Dec. 28- 
Jan. 2.

Arkansas families struggling to 


make a living from small farms 
may have gold mines in their 
jack yards. 


Or, rather, their back yards 


may be gold mines if properly de- 
veloped to cater to the growing 
public demand for outdoor recre- 
ational facilities. 


Arkansas — especially the hill 


country north of Little Rock and 
west of Crowley's Ridge—is par- 
;icul'arly suited to development of 
the family-operated recreational 
area. Many already exist. There 
is room for many more. 


Outdoor recreation experts have 


been calling for several years for 
more of this kind of development 
as publicly owned 
recreational 


areas become 
overcrowded 
as 


fast as tax money will' build them. 


Cost of starting operations is 


relatively small, if the would-be 
entrepreneur m a k e s maximum 
use of existing facilities. 


The U.S. Department of Agri-

"Opportunities for Improving Ru- 
ral-Family Income through Rec- 
reation Enterprises." 


The report concludes that these 


opportunities are excellent in Ar- 
kansas. 


Four types of recreational facil- 


ities — campgrounds,, riding sta- 
bles, summer camps and' dude 
ranchs—could be established any- 
where. 


The others — such as fishing 


lakes, float fishing, cave develop- 
ment and trout farms—require 
some co-operation from nature or 
considerable land: or the means 
for acquiring it. 


A campground is perhaps the 


least expensive from an invest- 
ment point. An acre of land is 
enough. Tent sites can be built 
with a little sweat. Pipe in water 
and provide toilets and you have 
a facility that will bring from 50 
cents to $1 per sight per night. 


Any large farm pond can be 


turned into a fishing lake. The 
very large ones could be used for 
boating and water-skiing. Boat 
rental1 and bait sales are profit- 
able sidelines from the lake. 


A dude ranch could be expen- 


sive, but a barn quite often can 
be converted into a bunk house. 
Horses and riding trails are nec- 
essary. 


Float fishing operations neces- 


sarily would be confined to north 


rkansas where the streams run 
wift and clear. Enough land to 
irovide access to the river, a few 
ioats and an arrangement with 
everal guides would put you in 
usiness. 
Private hunting areas would re- 
[uire a great deal of land,, but 
hese could be established 
in 


areas now used only for timber 
>roductlion or1 merely1 bitting idle. 
Most of the accessible caves in 


Vorth Arkansas already are de- 
el'oped commercially but others 
are just a few miles from roads 
and could be added to the state's 
attractions for spelunkers. 


A trout farm 
would 
require 


about 20 acres of land1 with a 
arge spring to provide cold wa- 
.er. Visitors are permitted to fish 
or trout in a pool (with a catch 
guaranteed) and facilities are pro- 
vided for cooking the fish on the 
spot.
